ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Oct, U.— 
(By Wireless.)—The end of the fitth 
day on my fascinating, bewildering 
dash around the world found me in 
Alexandria today. 

At Athens, last night, I had a de- 
lightful dinner as a guest of the fke- 
mina Club, and stayed up late, visit- 
ing the Acropolis and also the Odeon. 
There was much excitement in Athens 
when an editor was injured in his 
newspaper office. The police retused 
to act, while Dictator Metaxas heid 
an official dinner, with detectives 
swarming all around, in the Hotel 
Grande Bretagne, where 1 stopped. 

1 left at dawn on a two-hour flight 
across the Mediterranean to Mira- 
belos, Crete, to refuel. We had tea 
aboard the former yacht Imperial, 
now used as an off-shore station ot 
Imperial Airways. 

We were off in half an hour and 
landed early in the afternoon in Alex- 
andria, a beautiful, colorful city. ‘The 
people were very hospitable and in- 
terested in the ‘round-the-world dash. 

I drove through the city and found 
much that was interesting. ‘here 
were very few purely native stores, 
however, most of the shops displaying 
many advertised brands of British 
and American products. 

I returned’ to the Hotel Cecil, 
where, in a huge room, I ‘‘dressed”’ 
for dinner with the first linen change 
since the start of my trip. The dark 
brown shirt I put on ought to be good 
as far as Bangkok, making an aver- 
age of 3,000 miles per shirt. 

The barber at the hotel insisted lL 
needed a haircut, but I had to beg 
off, since I must arise at 3 a. m. 
for the takeoff to Baghdad, which 1 
will reach six days out from Times 
Square, winging my way to India, 


Credited to KLM’s Fast 
Schedule. 


JODHPUR, India, Wednesday, Oct. 
7.—(UP)—Shooting into a 3,000-mile 
lead in a trio-cornered race around 
the world, H. R. Ekins, flying report- 
er, sped toward Rangoon, Burma, to- 
day by way of Allahabad, the “City of 
God,” and Calcutta on the Bay of 


Bengal. 

The writer took off from Jodhpur 
airport aboard a Klm-Royal Dutch air 
liner at 4:34 a. m. and expected to 
race across central India to Allahabad 
542 miles away in three hours. 

From Allahabad the route split 
the Hazaribagh mountain range to Cal. 
cutta and thence to Burma across the 
Bay of Bengal and over the Arakan 
Yoma mountains. Ekins hoped to ar. 
rive in Rangoon before 6 p. m. for an 
overnight stop. 

Almost 3,000 miles behind in Alex- 
andria were Dorothy Kilgallen and 
Leo Kieran They were to leave for 
Bagdad aboard a British Imperial Air- 
ways biplane far behind schedule. 
Ekins seemed certain to catch the 
China Clipper at Manila October 16. 
Kieran and Miss Kilgallen, too, have 
an excellent chance to connect with 
the Clipper, as they are less than a 
day behind schedule. 

Of the flights yesterday, Ekins left 
Basra, Iraq, at 5 a. m. local time, 
flew 711 miles to Djask, Persia, then 
592 miles to Karachi, British India, 
and.thence 382 miles to Jodhpur. Miss 
Kilgallen.- and Kieran, on the other 
hand, made only a single hop—a long 
flight from the marine airport outside 
Athens, Greece, to Alexandria, where 
they arrived at about 3 p. m. local 
time to spend the night.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

GESTURE WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—It certainly looks like the mil- 

7 lennium has arrived in Europe—if you do not look too 
close. 

Headlines are shouting: ‘‘Paris cuts tariff 15 to 20 per cent.” Pub- 
lished opinion is responding: ‘“‘Most important step any great nation has 
taken since the world economic crisis started; ‘‘Complete reversal of 
French economic policy of self-containment;’ “‘World trade revival seen.” 

Unfortunately, descriptive adjectives often add up to more imposing 
conclusions than cold figures. 

If you will set your pencil to the French action and perform a simple 
arithmetic upon it, you are likely to conclude the millennium may be 
still around the corner. The tariff decreases turn out in reality to be 
increases. The additional tariff protection automatically granted by de- 
valuation more than offsets the rate decreases. 


FIGURES The realities of the situation become apparent if you put 

your pencil to the problem of a dollar watch being ex- 
ported from the United States to France. Before French devaluation, 
the watch would cost the French importer 16 francs plus the tariff. For 
the purposes of simplicity, assume the tariff was 25 per cent. The 
watch would then have cost the Frenchman 20 francs. 

But now, under devaluation, there are 21 francs in the dollar, in- 
Stead of 16. The French cost of the watch becomes 21 francs plus the 
tariff. Reduce the tariff 15 per cent, and the current French cost of 
the watch becomes 25 francs. 

Thus the net effect of devaluation and a 15 per cent tariff reduction 
is an increase of 5 francs in the French tariff protection on this hypo- 
thetical American dollar watch. 

French manufacturers are said to figure that devaluation gave them 
generally the equivalent of an additional protective ad valorem surtax of 
40 per cent. This figure may be too high, but, whatever it is, it more 
than offsets the encouragement to immediate world trade involved in 
the tariff reductions. 


BENEFITS These icy figures do not, of course, take into considera- 

tion the purely psychological effects of French action, 
which are really encouraging. For instance, the United States did not 
evén make a gesture toward the reduction of our tariff rates when we 
devalued. The reason the French are doing it is to put a ceiling on 
domestic prices. They do not want that competitive French-made dollar 
watch, for instance, to increase too much in price. 

What France is doing is solely in her own interest. It is not final. 
She may eventually devalue further. She will have trouble with her 
Prices. Also there is the problem of French wages, which are still low. 

But, at least, her action has started world peoples to thinking and 
talking about such remote objectives as stabilization, trade and eco- 
nomic peace, In the minds of trade realists here, that is something. 


AMERICAN LEAGUE Those confidential United States proposals 

for a neutrality pact with Latin America are 
really intended to be an invitation to the League of Nations to go and 
do likewise in Europe. That is what is in the mind of at least one top 
Official here. 

The proposals are simple plans to get Latin-American nations to 
adopt the present neutrality law now in effect here. One important addi- 
tional provision is made: Neutrality bans would be applied against na- 
tions which go to war without formal declarations. 

Just what United States officials are up to in also Suggesting a con- 
sultative commission of nations in the western hemisphere is not yet 
clear, The proposal specifies that the commissioners shall be foreign 
ministers of the respective countries, that they shall pay their own ex- 
penses and pool the expenses of the commission. In that routine, it 
works just as the League is organized. But just how important the com- 
misison would be has not yet been determined.

CHANGE Behind the current political debate over the social security 
program lies the inside fact that its New Deal sponsors 
long ago decided many changes would have to be made in it. They began 
discovering faults in their plan even before the President signed the bill. 
Most Important is their conversion to the theory that it will be 
unwise to establish any such huge reserve fund as the act now calls for. 
A substantial number of brain trusters have privately come around to 
this view. The President himself is said to have changed his mind about 
it since he signed the act. 
_ The situation is not ripe for such a public announcement now, and 
it may therefore be denied, but you may bet more than a nickel that 
the reserve fund theory is definitely out, and that there will be an over- 


hauling of the act act next year, no matter who has charge of it.

Imaginative History. 


James Lawrence was born in Bur- 
lington, N. J., 32 years before he be- 
came one of the best known naval 
heroes, in the battle between the U. 
S. S. Chesapeake and H. M. S. Shan- 
non in Boston harbor. A naval hero, 
that is, everywhere except Boston. 
When it was proposed that posthu- 
mous honors be voted Captain Law- 
rence, the Massachusetts !egislature 
refused! Instead it voted a resolution: 
“Resolved, that in a war like the pres- 
ent, waged without justifiable cause, 
aid prosecuted in a manner which in- 
dicotes that conquest and ambition are 
its real motives, it is not becoming & 
moral and religious people to express 
any approbation of military or naval 
exploits which are not immediately 
connected with the defense of our sea- 
coast and soil.” Lawrence is chiefly 
remembered because he is supposed to 
have said, “Don’t give up the ship, 
as he lay dying. He didn’t say it, and 
the crew did give up the ship! An 
imaginative newspaperman invented 
the phrase and attributed it to Law- 
rence in his story of the battle.

60 per cent of all football injuries. It is a curious joint. 
a ball-and-socket type such as the shoulder or elbow. 

The two bones meet in a shallow sort of pan and the liga- 
ments holding them in place are few in number. Then, too, 
there are thin bits of cartilage about which break off and get 
into the joint. 

These are known, individually, as a ‘‘football mouse.”’ And 
when a player has a ‘‘mouse” in his knee, he is out of foot- 
ball until the doctors can go in there and take out the mouse. 

Each university playing a major schedule will aver- 
age one or two operations a year for the removal of 

“football mice.”” There are two doctors in the south 

who have a great reputation for these operations, one 

in Atlanta and one in Memphis. There are others, of 

course, but these two do a majority of operations on 

southern football players. 

_ Most any sort of a blow will put a knee out of commission. 
A side, back or front blow will do in a knee. It is next to im- 
possible to use steel braces on knees during a game because 
they cut down the speed.
